Augusta, Ga. April 5.— (Special.) — 
Governor Nat Harris and his recent 
appointment of Judge J. N. Worley 
Stand out prominently today in devel- 
opments following the dialogue yees- 
terday between Federal Judge Emory 
Speer and State Tax Commissioner 
John C. Hart, during the litigation 
here over the estate of the late Colo- 
nel James M. Smith, Oglethonpe county 
millionaire. 

Coupled with Judge Speer's state- 
ment yesterday that the state by its 
intervention was throwing its influ- 
ence in. favor of one set of litigants, 
the mention of the governor in the 
ease has provided a sensation which 
overshadows all other features of the 


hearing. 89 

The governor was first mentioned by 
Judge Speer in replying to Judge 
Hart's intervention in behalf of the 
state, protesting against the jurisdic- 
tion of the federal court and urging 
that the bill in equity, filed by the 
Jennings claimants and asking for an 
injunction, be dismissed. 

After etating that the interests of 
the state in reference to the collec- 
tion of the income tax would be cared 
tor Judge Speer said: 

Improper Use of Power. 

“But so far as the governor of the 
state of Georgia attempting to inter- 
fere between the parties to this litiga- 
tion and averring that this court has 
no jurisdiction, it seems to the court 
that it is an tmproper use of the pow- 
er of the state by a governor who has 
already received the resignation of one 
judge ahd appointed another under 
somewhat unusual circumstances.”

The allegations- in the answer and 
cross bill of James & Bedgood refer 
to the resignation of D. W. Meadow as 
judge of the superior court of the 
noithern district of Georgia and Gov- 
ernor ‘Harris’ subsequent appointment 
of J. N. Worley, of Elberton, to suc- 
ceed him. a 

It is alleged by James & Bedgood 
that Judge Meadow came to Atlanta 
and stated to Governor Harris that he 
wished to fesign the judgeship, as he 
had been appointed an administrator 
of the Smith estate, which would dis- 
qualify him in sitting on the bench in 
the case, and that he would resign the 
judgeship rather than give up the po- 
sition of administrator. James & 
Bedgood allege that Governor Harris 
accepted the resignation one night at 
the mansion, and, acting on Meadow's 
recommendation, agreed to appoint J. 
N. Worley, of Elberton, to suc him. 

The lawyers allege that the néxt day 
Worley went to Atlanta and was sworn 
in at 11 o’clock in the morning and 
that before dark the new judge had 
dissolved an order granted by Judge 
A) W. Fite, at the instance of James 
& Bedgood, appointing a new set of 
administrators to the Smith estate. 

Judge Hart, in his intervention Tues- 
day, asks that the state be made a par- 
ty to the suit, on account of the fact 
that the state has a large claim for 
inheritance tax against the estate, 
which, he said, could only de collected 
by the ordinary’s appointing apprais- 
ers to place a valuation on the estate, 
and that Judge Speer’s injunction had 
prevented that. 

3 Judge Hart’s Intervention. 

The portion of the intervention ob- 
jected to by Judge Speer contained the 
allegation that “for this court to grant 
said petition and order would be to 
oust the jurisdiction of the court of 
ordinary, the effect of which would be 
to greatly delay, if not to positively 
jeopardize, the collection of the tax due 
by said estate to the state of Georgia.

GERMANY FIGHTS 
SAYS CHANCELLOR 


And the Struggle Will Con- 
.tinue, Bethmann-Hollweg 
Tells Reichstag, Until Ger- 
man Purpose Is Achieved. 


PEACE THAT ENDS WAR 
TO BE A LASTING PEACE 


Germany Must Be Guaran- 
teed Against Attack—Bel- 


Britain. 


Berlin, April 5.—(Via Wireless to 
Sayville, N. T.) — When the imperial 
chancellor, Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg. 
arose today to deliver his pronounce- 
ment on the attitude of Germany with 
respect to the war, the reichstag pre- 
sented the aspect of former great days 
when some question of great national 
import was to be disoussed. All the 
members were present and the galler- 
ies were crowded. 

Among the foreign diplomats were 
the American ambassador, James W. 
Gerard; the Argentine minister, Dr. 
Luis Molina; the Dutch minister, Baron 
Gevers, and the Greek minister, N. G. 
Theotoky. * 

A hush of expectancy was upon the 
house when the chancellor began, but 
after his introductory words he was 
interrupted by an outburst of applause 
and throughout his long speech, which 
was a table one, he was listened to 


with rapt at om and was ¢ ent- 
— — . 
The chancellor reviewed the military 
situation and showed that throughout 
all the fighting Germany’s progress had 
been steady and certain. He declared 


that Germany as at war only to pre- 
serve her existence and to hold back 
her enemies from the German frontiers. 

Germany had been. threatened, he 
said, with annihilation, with partition 
of her realm, with destruction of her 
essential political and economic forces 
and the answer to any suggestions of 
peace on the basis of -destruction of 
Prussian military power was the Ger- 
man sword. 

Germany had no aggressive aims 
against the American continent and 
she was not fighting for new territory. 
The new Europe which would arise out 
of the war, he said, cannot resemble 
the past. Whatever might be it must 
be for the nations that inhabit it—a 
land of peaceful labor. 

“The peace which shall end this war 
shall be a lasting peace,“ said the 
chancellor. 

One of the most important of the 
imperial chancellor’s utterances had 
to do with Belgium. Germany would 
never consent that Belgium should 
serve as a military or economic forti- 
ficaton against. her, or that she should 
be a vassal of France and Great Brit- 
ain. He gave assurances that the Bel- 
gians would be permitted to work out 
the destiny corresponding to their nat- 
ural gifts, based on their mother 
tongue and following the national 
character. Though the remembrance 
of the war would still echo in Bel- 
gium, Germany would not allow this 
to be a new source Of war. 

Efforts to Starve Germany. 

Discussing attempts which he said 
were being made to starve Germany, 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg continued: 

J understood that in 1915 our ene- 
mies would not give up this hope, but 
I do not understand how cool heads, 
after the experiences of 1915 can cling 
to it. Our enemies forget that, thanks 
to the organizing powers of the whole 
nation, Germany is equal to the task 
of distribution of food supplies. 

“Our enemies forget that in cases in 
which there is a real shortage. the 
German nation is able to make use of 
‘moral reserves which enable us to 
lower our standard of life, which has 
risen remarkably during the last dec- 
ades. What would it mean, for in- 
stance, if the consumption of meat 
should temporarily be lowered to the 
level of the 70? I should think our 
adversaries would remember how

BITTER PROTEST 
MADE TO WILSON, 

Paris, April 5.—The American Cham- 
ber of Commerce of Paris today sent 
the following cablegram to President 
Wilson: 

“In defiance of what the Declaration 
of Independence calls ‘A decent respect 
to the opinions of mankind,’ in viola- 
tion of every principle of humanity, 
moral and legal; in the face of repeat- 
ed admonitions, remonstrances and sol- 
emn warnings on the part of the 
United States, the German government, 
like an assassin in the night, treacher- 
ously, without notice, has again struck 
down unarmed merchant and passen- 
ger ships, sending scores of helpless 
men, women and children to their 
deaths. 

“On behalf of humanity, we demand 
that this intolerable situation Shall 
cease. On behalf of our fellow citi- 
zens, murdered and maimed on the 
Englishman and on the Sussex, we pro- 
test against continuance of diplomatic 
relations with a government whose 
blood madness, ferocity and lawless- 
ness have brought upon it the execra- 
tion of the whole civilized world.

Analysis of Amendments. 


Washington, April 5.—The child la- 
bor bill, which recently passed the house 
in spite of vigorous opposition by 
southern cotton manufacturers, was 
amended in several important respects 
by the interstate commerce ‘committee 
of the senate today and will be favor- 
ably reported to the latter body within 
a few days. The measure, as amended, 
Was approved by the committee 6 to 5. 

The bill as passed by the house would 
have prohibited the employment of 
children by .manufacturers of goods: 
shipped in interstate commerce. As 
amended today it would prohibit the 
shipment in interstate commerce’ of 
goods in the manufacture of which chil- 
dren had been employed. The committee

Won't Nun Short of Food. 


“We shall not run short of anything 
in the future, as we have not done 
in the past,” he said. 

The chancellor declared it was the 
intention of Germanys enemies to ex- 
tend the war to the women and chil- 
dren by starving them and that for 
this purpose Great Britain and her al- 
lies have interfered with the trade of 
neutrals. 

“The American note of November 5, 
1915, gave an exact description of Brit- 
ish violations of the nations’ laws,” he 
continued, “but as far as I know it 
has not been answered up to this day. 

“No fair minded neutral, no matter 
whether he favors us.or not, can doubt 
our right to defend ourselves against 
their war of starvation, which is con- 
trary to international law. No one 
can ask us to permit our arms of de- 
fense to be wrested from our hands. 
We use them, and must use them. We 
respect legitimate rights of neutral 
trade and commerce, but we can expect 
that this be appreciated and that our 
right way and our duty be recognized 
—to use all means against this policy 
of starvation, which is a jeering insult 
not only to all laws of nations but also 
to the plainest duties of humanity.” 

Problem of Nationalities. 

The chancellor, amid profound ‘silence 
and the deep attention’ of the house, 
turned to the Polish problem, and to 
that of nationalities in general. He 


said: 

“Neither Germany nor Austria-Hun- 
gary intended to touch the Polish ques- 
tion, but the fate of battles, brought 
them in contact with it. Now this prob- 
lem stands before the world and needs 
to be solved. Germany and Austria- 
Hungary must and will solve it. His- 
tory will not admit, that after such 
earthquakes things will ever become 
what they were before. : 

“After the war there must be a new 
Belgium. 

“Formerly Poland had been left in 


man named Tshinovnik. Even mem- 
bers of the Russian duma frankly ad- 
mitted that Tshinovnik should not re- 
turn to Place where Germans, Aus- 
trians and Poles’ have honestly labored 
in the interests of this unfortunate 


and. 

“Mr. Asquith also mentions the prin- 
ciple of nationality. If he puts him- 
self in the position of this unconquered 
and unconquerable adversary can he 
really suppose that Germany ever shall 
of her own free will deliver into the 
hands of reactionary Russia the nations 
between the Baltic and the Volhynian 
swamps who have been freed by her 
and by her allies? No matter whether 
they are Poles or Lithuanians or Lavo- 
nian, or of the Baltic.“ 

Germany and United States. 

Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg 
protested vigorously against the report 
that Germany now, or in the future, 
contemplated aggression against the 
United States. , 

The ancellor said: 

“The latest offspring of the calum- 
niating campaign directed against us 
is a report that we after the end of 
this war we shall rush against the 
American continent and that we shall 
attempt.to conquer Canada. 

“This is the silliest of the imputa- 
tions invented against us. Equally silly 
are the reports that we contemplate 
the acquisition of any territory on 
American soil as in Brazil or in any 
American country whatsoever. 

“We fight for our existence and for 
our future. For Germany and not for 
space in a foreign country are Ger- 
many’s sons bleeding and dying on the 
battlefield. 

“Every one among us knows this and 
it makes our hearts and nerves. 80 
strong. This moral force strengthens 
our will in order not only to weather 
the storm, but also to achieve final vic- 


tory.“ .

“Our enemies wish to destroy united, 
free Germany,” the chancellor went 
“They desire that Germany shall be 
again as weak as duri past cen- 
turies, a prey of all lusts of domination 
of her r the scapegoat of 
Europe, beaten back forever in the 
domination of economie evolution, even 
after the war. That is at our ene- 


mies mean when they speak of defin- 
itive destruction of Prussia’s military 
power. 

“And what is our intention? The 


sense and aim of this war is for us 
the creation of a Germany so firmly 
united, so strongly protected, that no 
one ever will feel the temptation to 
annihilate us, that every one in the 
world will concede to us the right of 
free exercise of our peaceful endeavors. 
This Germany, and not the destruction 
of other races, is what we wish. Our 
aim is the lasting rescue of the Eu- 
ropean continent, which is now shaken 
to its very foundations.” ! 


Sert of Europe Germany Wants. 


The chancellor outlined what Ger- 
many wished that Burope should be 
in the future. 

“This new Europe,” he said, “in many 
respects cannot resemble the past. The 
blood which has been shed will never 
be repaid and the wealth which has 
been destroyed can only slowly be re- 
laced. But howsoever this Europe may 
e, it must be for the nations that in- 
habit it a land of peaceful labor. The 
peace which shall end this war shall 
It must not bear 
the germ of new wars, but must pro- 
vide for all peaceful arrangement of 
European questions.“ 

The chancellor declared that England 
wished no end to the war after peace, 
but wanted then to continue the com- 
mercial war with double violence, add-

g: 
First the British endeavor to destroy 
our military and then our economic 
policy. Everywhere there is brutal lust 
of destruction and of annihilation and 
impiety in an unbounded lust of domi- 
nation, to cripple a nation of 70,000,- 
000 people.” 

As to colonial questions the chancel- 
lor quoted Bismarck to the effect that 
the fate of colonies was decided on 
the continent. 

He asserted that Germany’s enemies 
were now actively engaged in invent- 
ing new formulas in order to m in 
the spell of illusion, hatred and decep- 
tion which binds them. 

“Of all the nations in the war,” he 
continued, “only Germany has been 
threatened by her enemies and by their 
responsible spokesmen with annihila- 
tion, with partition of her realm, with 
destruction of her essential political and 
economic forces, no matter whether 
they call them Prussianism or militar- 
ism or barbarism. The forces which 
before the war bound together the anti- 
German coalition were lust of conquest, 
lust of revenge and jealousy against 
German competition in the world’s mar- 
kets. During the war they have re- 
mained powerful with the governments 
of our enemies in spite of all defeats. 
“This is still the object and aim of 


grad), Paris and London. 
Germany’s Aim in War. 


“To this we oppose that Germany in 
this war had only one aifn, namely, to 
defend herself, to maintain her exist- 
ence, to hold her enemies back from 
the German frontiers and whenever 
their lust of destruction had shown 
itself to drive them back as quickly as 
possible. 

“We did not want this war. We felt 
no desire to change our frontiers when 
the war began*against our will. We 
threatened no nation with annihila- 
tion of her existence or with destruc- 
tion of her national life.” 

The chancellor pointed out the roots 
of Germany's present strength, say- 


ing: 

Fand what gives us this force to 
conquer and overcome the difficulties 
caused by the interruption of our over- 
seas trade, and, on the front, numeri- 
— superior enemies? Who can 
readily believe that greed of land in- 
spires our columns at Verdun and 
makes them accomplish every day new 
deéds of heroism? And shall a nation 
which gave to the world so many valu- 
able intellectual and useful gifts, 
which during the forty-four years 
loved peace more than all the others 
shall this nation overnight be trans- 
formed into barbarians and huns? No, 
gentlemen. These are the inventions 
of the evi] conscience of those who are 

uilty of the war and are now fearing 
or their power and influence in their 
own countries.” 

With respect to the intentions of 
Germany in the case of Belgium the 
imperial chancellor said: ; 

We must create real guarantees 
that Belgium never shall be a Franco- 
British vassal; never shall be used as 
a military or economic fortification 
against Germany. Also in this respect 
things cannot be what they Were be- 
fore. Also here Germany cannot 
sacrifice the 1 Flemish race, 
but must assure for them sound evolu- 
tion which correspond to their rich 
natural gifts, which is based on their 
mother tongue and follows their na- 
tional character. 

“We want neighbors that do not form 
coalitions against us, but with whom 
we collaborate and who collaborate 
with- us to our mutual advantage. Re- 
membrance of the war will still echo 
in the sadly tried Belgian country, but 
we shall never allow that-this will be 
a new source of wars—shall not allow 
it in our mutual interests.”

In grant- 
ing the order allowing the interven- 
tion to be filed, it will be oniy for the 
purpose of allowing the ordinary of 
Oglethonpe county to appoint apprais- 
ers to assess the taxes due.”

The situation is unchanged.
